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LOYOLA HOST TO YOUTH LEADER 


COLLEGE MISSA BEGINS 
YEAR'S ACTIVITIES 


Although the Missa is well 
known in Montreal it has been 
to date largely a High School 
organisation. With a view to 
obviating this difficulty and 
giving members of college so- 
dalities a chance for more ac- 
tive participation in Missa ac- 
tivities the idea of a College 
Missa was conceived about 
three weeks ago. That the 
suggestion was originally put 
forth and championed by 
Loyola, in the person of Fr. 
C. Keating S.J., augurs well 
for the success of the project. 

The College Missa now 
comprises Notre Dame Col- 
lege, St. Anne’s. the Normal 
School and Loyola. Moreover 
there are very favourable 
prospects for this membership 
to be enlarged by the St. 
Mary’s School of Nurses and 
the Newman Club of McGill 
University. 

During the course of the 
first session last Saturday the 
members were addressed by 
Father Carter, the moderator, 
and Mr. Shaw, moderator of 
this paper and literary critic 
for the Canadian Register. 

Father Carter emphasised 
the importance of the Missa 
and urged all to do their ut- 
most in its support. The true 
spirit of apostolicity should be 
infused into Catholic laity in 


{ 
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order that their purpose as 
living models of Catholic 
teaching might be furthered. 
He reminded the sodalists that 
his position was merely that 
of a moderator in the strictest 
sense of the word and that all 
action, drive and movement 
should originate from the So- 
dalists themselves. Too many 
Catholics had become perpe- 
tual “per nodders”, acting 
when they were reminded to 
act by their pastor but other- 
wise totally passive. It would 
be one of the main tasks of the 
College Missa to eradicate 
such an attitude. 

Mr. Shaw outlined a pro- 
gramme whereby the colle- 
gians might help the Register. 
the main organ of Catholic 
thought in this country. Every) 
Sodalist should make a point 
of seeing that individual so- 
dality activities and those of 
the Missa received due publi- 
cation. Moreover they should} 
take a more active part in at- 
tending such functions as ad- 
dresses by Catholic lecturers 
and authors in Montreal. The 
need for reporters on the Re- 
gister and indeed all journals 
in the city was urgent. The 
College Missa could do much 
to relieve this situation while 
at the same time furthering 
their own organisation.

Its cen- 
tral theme was the individual’s 
personal part in the Christlike 
World of the Future, and it is 
indeed likely that even more 
emphasis will be laid upon this 
role in the coming sessions. 
Eye witnesses of the past 
school declare that, for spirit 
of enthusiasm and magnifi- 
cence of attendance, it passed 
all expectations. For six days 
Loyola ascended from the sta- 
tus of College to that of Unt- 
versity, offering courses in the 
highest study possible for

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WHAT IT TAKES... 


A remark, so often uttered that it has taken on the sta- 
ture of an Oriental proverb, happened to reach our ears the 
other day. It was to wit “It takes all kinds of people to make 
a world”. At first glance it would seem captious to quarrel 

‘with this statement which from one point of view presents the 
aspect of a mere platitude; yet there lies therein a distinction 
which, once made, gives considerable food for thought to 
Catholic young men today. To be more explicit—no one in his 
right mind will deny that human society is naturally composed 
of varied and diverse elements, but the contention that such 
elements determine the nature of the society, in the sense that 
the result is the ideal of all the groups concerned, is another 
question entirely. It takes all kinds of people to make up a 
world, we readily grant; it takes all kinds of people to make 
a world, (Or a fitting society worthy of the essential dignity 
of man) we most emphatically deny. The distinction is com- 
plete because of the very nature of truth . . . two contradic- 
tory opinions or views cannot be true at the same time. A 
thing either is or is not so. So much more is this true when 
we consider the multitude of conflicting theories that are the 
would-be bases for the post war world. In short, are the many 
reformers that are beginning to plan a new world all right? 
Or is there but one system of life, which will bring to man 
such happiness as he is entitled to in this life? 





Consider for a moment the beehive of activity that is 
constituted by the efforts of current philosophers, economists, 
politicians, national magazine editors et alii to realize their 
ideal world. In Great Britain alone there are no less than 
thirty-nine individual and separate committees tackling this 
tremendous problem. Open any one of the larger magazines 
and you will see at a glance what the results of such efforts 
have been. They appear in a form calculated to appeal to the 
general eye .... streamlined cars, private helicopters, the 
majority of post war planners are neglecting an essential 
aspect of our world to come. Intrigued by new advances in the 
field of the natural sciences they have either turned away from, 
or completely forgotten, the older and just as firmly estab- 
lished truths of Theology and Christian Philosophy. Here is 
the result of many people making a world. A wonderful array 
of the accidentals of a man’s life, a tragic neglect of his 
essential dignity, his spiritual soul and supernatural life. 
The soul of man cries out for recognition and the world is 
content with the contemplation of playthings.

The World as We 
Must Make It 


Under the auspices of the 
Loyola Alumni Ladies’ Auxi- 
liary, Fr. Lord was once again 
the speaker in the College 
Auditorium on October 19 at 
8.30 in the evening. The house 
was packed, as is usual when 
he is the speaker. The people

Miss Dorothy Dart, Chair- 
man. introduced Fr. Lord with 
a few well-chosen words, al-

The core of his talk (it could 
not be called a lecture), was 
the declaration of the three 
most important religious 
bodies in the United States re- 
garding the making of the 
peace, and with that, the mak- 
ing of the world. The Cath- 
olics, Protestants, and Jews 
had issued these seven ‘musts’ 
only shortly before. Fr. Lord 
discussed them, and their im- 
portance, explaining, too, the 
motions of treaty and law. A 
peace based on revenge, or on 
apathy would sow the seeds 
of World War III — in fact it 
would not be a peace at all. 

The Treaty of Versailles had 
no philosophical basis at all, 
but was merely a set.of dis- 
jointed articles, thus was So- 
cialism, and its offspring that 
we see to-day, given a chance 
to grow strong — because it 
at least had an idea. Was the 
peace after this war to be the 
same? Our duty was plain — 
to demand our leaders to draw 
up the plan that is based on 
something solid — and the 
basis of this was the truth that 
nations as well as individuals 
are subject to God’s Law. If 
| this could be inscribed in the 
peace as the preamble, then a 
firm, and the only true basis 
would be provided for lasting 
peace.

reiterate the basic views of the student body which it repre- 
sents is to fulfil its function as a college journal. We believe 
that a basis of life for humanity must be founded upon the 
recognition of these essential principles: That man is pos- 
sessed of an immortal soul and that the salvation of every 
individual soul must be the form guiding and directing all 
types of human activity. That the constitution of the state 
and the establishment of a “World Order” must be such as 
will further this end. That religion, and from our view 
Catholicism, must be fostered not hindered by state legisla- 
tion. That the rights of the individual must gain primary re- 
cognition over those of the state, for the role of the state is 
to help the individual in the attainment of ends possible only 
to group activity. This is our Credo. 


We of Loyola must take this question seriously to heart. 
But one group may found the society in which we must live. 
It takes but little experience during the work of a summer 
to discover that ranged against us are theories which deny 
man’s essential spirituality and result in the ultimate degra- 
dation of the human race. Inaction makes us but partakers 
in such a decline .. . only a lively recognition of the situation 
and immediate action on our part and the part of others like 
us can avert the destruction of those ideals which we hold so 
dear. 
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And all this told in Fr. 
Lord’s inimitable style, a style 
attractive alike to students and 
older people. In addition, he 
showed the means WE could 
take to ensure the kind ot 
peace which will be worthy of 
the name. First, to study the 
matter ourselves, and second- 
ly to persist in our demands to 
those of our country who will 
be at the Peace Conference. 
Here then is something we can 
really do. 


The last half hour was devot- 
ed to the answering of ques- 
tions, and then Mr. Robert 
Joyce, of the Alumni, was call- 
ed upon to thank Fr. Lord. 
This he did most capably, ex- 
pressing the feelings of the 
whole audience. And so once 
again, Loyola says: 

“Thank you, Father Lord.”
